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A safety needle assembly with a needle, a body attached to 
the needle, a base attached to the body, wherein movement of 
the needle between an insertion position and a protection 
position creates a positive flush through the distal end of 
the needle.

A needle device with a needle, a housing with an upper and a 
lower portion, said upper portion being graspable to 
facilitate positioning of the needle device, and a 
collapsible reservoir between the upper and the lower 
portion. 
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
